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EDITORIAL 


ee CAROA Elections... 


LSEWHERE in this issue will be found a 
motion an the subject of association elec 
jans, It is a motion of much importance which 
ig. worthy of the careful attention and 
consideration of every member, 

Simple though the question appears to be 
fon the surface, its real answer may not be 
readily apparent, for more iz involved than a 
yes or no reply to an academic query, or the 
democratic right of members to determine 
association leadership through the mezium of 
the ballot, Possibly the future of CAROA is 
involved, therefore practicalities must not be 
overlooked, The witimate good of the associa 
tion must’ be the motivating factor behind 
every decision, This demands thought, 

It is not the purpose of this editorial to i 
fluenee the thinking of members, but rather 
to submit some pertinent facts in such manner 
as to make of them an ald In the formulation 
of a decision. A decision, if it is to be objec 
tiye and constructive, and to be more scientific 
than a mere guess, must be predicated on a 
knowledge of the facts, It is the mission of 
these paragraphs to present those facts for 
your information, guidance and assistance, 

If is axiomatic that the solving of a prob- 
Jem first calls for an understanding of the 
problem. ‘fo paraphrase, it might be said 
that to decide for or against an immediate 
election first ealls for an understanding of the 
possible affects of such an election. So, let us 
review the present position of the assdeiatlon 
in order that you may judge the possible 
effects. 

The basic organization of CAROA is. still 
in a state of flax, Our fundamentals will be 
part of the new constitution content, and will 
be officially determined by the memhers when 
they adopt the constitution, 

‘The draft constitution is partially completed, 
but further time and study will be requited be” 
fore it is xeady for sublnission to the mem- 
bership for amenihont and, finally adoption, 
‘Many items to be included in the constitution 
are of a routine nature and have caused us 
no trouble. However, the matter of representa 
tion on the Execztive Committee from each 
call area, at the same time =aking if possible 
to hold frequent meetings of the commitree, 
is a matier that has caused us much eoncern: 
1 is one of the problems holding up the new 
constitution, We have asked the members for 

iggestions, hot none have been fortheoing. 
‘The constitution committee has submitted. a 
‘thought: on the matter buf it has not met with 
unanimity in-the Bxeeutive Committee, Upon 
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further analysis by the Bxecutive, the proposal 
‘imay he aceorded unaniinous support ar, on the 
contrary, sufficient Inherent woukness may. he 
revealed to justify ils elimination from further 
consideration, 

‘The financial position is not all we would 
like it to be, We might as well be frank about 
that, ‘The Executive Committee has heen 
struggling with this major problem xt, resa- 
lar and special meetings. The situation is 
simply that the high cost of living reflects 
itself in the cost of operating the association 
and of producing XTAL. Our expenditures have 
been restricted to operating essentials but. we 
still have our aeute financial worries, Some 
conception of the nature of this problem may 
be had from an understanding of the fact 
that after taking in advertising agencies" 
commission, the commission of one advertising 
solicitor — which is hie sole basis of remunera- 
tion — and XTAL printing costs, there is 
available to the assvelation approximately 
forty cents of every dollar of advertising space 
sold. Some may he of the belief that this 
position can be currently improved, but our 
efforts and experience tell us this is not so. 

Next, it is obvious than an immediate elee- 
tion must be held under the provisions of the 
existing constitution. Let as briefly serutinize 
some of those provisions. 

First, we shall quote section 11: 

“Phere shall be an Exeeutive Committee 

composed of the members elected from 

each Call District, the Chairman of exch 

Chapter, and the Immediate Past Presi- 

dent.” 

Nove, a portion of seetion 18: 

(1) Bach Call District shall be entitled 
to elect one of its members Lo the 
Executive Committee, 

(2) Whenever a Call Distviet ineludes 
within its area an association mem 
hership of fifty, it shall be entitled to 
lect a second member to the Exectt- 
tive Committee, “and an additional 
member for each twenty-five members 
or fraction of twenty-five in excess 
of fifteen over the first fifty mem- 
hers.

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After the foregoing, section 12 eomes into 
play, whieh says: 

“<The Executive Committee ghall, front its 
‘awn numbers, elect the officers and a 
Publieations Manager.” 

‘The officers uf the association are enumer- 
ated by section 10, which is as follows 

“Tho officers of the association shall he 
a President, a Viee-President, a Secretary 
and a Treaturer. 

Section 5 is one of importan 
bf note. Te says: 

“The office of the Soeratary, the Treasurer 
‘and of the Publications Manager shall be 
at headquarters.” 

Then, section dr 

“The headquarters of the association shall 
be in the City of Toronto.” 

If we analyze these excerpts from the eon- 
stitution, we will find that it is quite possible 
to immediately hold an election under the 
existing constitution which will provide for 
representation on the Executive Committee 
from overy. eall district, ‘The extent. of such 
representation will be directly related to. asso- 
ciation membership in the district. But, with 
the exeeptions noted, it is possible for the 
eammittee to be composed of peaple who, sub- 
Jeet to call distriet distribution, live anywhere 
within the four corners of the euuntry ani 
none residing with commuting distanee of 
headquarters. That fact is of importance only 
in so far af it proves a detriment to the 
holding, of frequent meetings of the Executive 
Committee which are strictly neeessury in our 
present circumstances. 

For some time pat, the committee has found 
it necessary to meot every week. Some of 
our Executive members are serving on sub- 
committees which meet between meetings of 
the main committee. There also Is work tn 
io between meetings, All this has impased 
somewhat of a burden on the members of the 
Excoutive, particularly on the officers, and 
especially on the President, who has proved 
to be a very eapable and willing, jack-of-all- 
trades. 

One might reasonably ask the need for so 
many meetings. The fact is, the Exeentive 
Committee his a dual capacity. Tt is directing 
the affairs and destiny of CAROA, and those 
who have had experienes in developing a com- 
paratively young association will be quick to 
sealize the work and responsibilities involved. 
But the Executive has another job of no 
small maguitude, and that is the publication 
of a monthly magazine. That in itself, under 
prevailing conditions, is a mighty big Job for 
volunteer worker 

Many are the factors that demand frequent 
mectings of yonr Executive Committee. We 


and is worthy 
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hope it will not always be s0, but, until we 
are more irnily established than we are at 
present, there seems to he no alternative. 


The immediate question is simply ome of 
eciding whether or not it is possible tn give 
direetion to the affairs of CAROA and XTAL 
by a ducentralized form of Bxecative Com 
mittee such as might result from an election 
eld under the existing constitution. 


We must not lose sight of the fast that under 
‘our present set-up, we have District Represen- 
tatives who are doing a really swell job and 
who, pending the new constitution, ard a very. 
effective Maison between members “and the 
Executive Committee. Your DR will be glad 
to xet your ideas, suggestions or reactions for 
transmission tn headquarters, He is part of 
our administrative machine and he lives right 
in your own call district, It is true that. he 
does not attend meetings of the Executive 
Committee unless he happens to be visiting 
Toronto when a meeting is held, nevertheless, 
Distriet Representatives do bring many things 
to the attention of the Executive Committee. 
This means that each call disiriet has a direct 
channel Into the Executive Committes, 


Now, a word about the present Executive 
Committee, There are four still serving who 
were part of the group which founded the 
association and who were subsequently elected 
to office by the association membership about: 
a decade ago. They are: President T. G, E. 
Powell, Ve8ZE; Vice-President R.A. R. Mae- 
donald, VeBAPS; A. G. Palmer, VeiWK, and 
J. Staley, Ve&GR. These men have been flanked 
by others who have been appointed to com- 
plete the unexpired term of the members 
causing the vacanoics, ‘The names of these 
appointees appear in every issue of XTAL. 


‘Vacancies on the committee have been filled 
by appointing: members, who, for one reason 
oF another, Were deemed able to make a sub- 
stantial conteibution to CAROA development, 
and who could regularly attend frenquent 
meetings of the Executive Committee, In make 
ing such appointments, we drew on precedent 
as found to exist in similar organizations, and 
as provided in the Companies Act. There 
seemed little pout to holding elections to fill 
vacancies rather than a general election, and 
we felt that the fortunes vf the association 
Were not such as to withstand a decentralized 
committee. Appointments were made in the 
helief that such was the only practical eourse 
available in the eireumstances, 


The members of the committee, however, 
feel that the membership should now decide 
to hold a general election, or, in the alterna- 
tive, give the present Exeeutive Committee a 
mandate to carry on for such further period 
as the association members may devide,

ory sa expansive as Cunada, is there a level 
fof development, and a degre of financial 
security to be achieved before launching ints 
decentralized executive direction?

Have we attained’ that 
seentity? ‘The present members of the Exec 
tive Committee do nol think so. 

This question is submitted to you, however 
deeause this is a demdcralic assoclation. You 
have & right tun election if you wish one. 
IL ig your association to fashion as you think 
best, It is your right and privilege to choose 
the leaders of your assuefation. tis alsv your 
right to he plicud in possession of sufficient 
information to enable you lo make the wisest, 
possible devision, and thai is the objective of 
these paragrapha, In that respect it may be 
pertinent to point out that this editorial has 
been written by Ue same member of the 
Executive who introduced the election motion 
That, we mention in order that there may not 
be any misunderstanding. 

So, CAROA members, the decision i yours 
to miake. Here is your opportunity t say 
What you like and think with the knowledge 
that if onough people think as you think, you 
‘will have your own way. 

Democracy wheels into action—its vitality 
will be reflected by the extent of your response. 
In the words of the bill-board: “Vote as you 


like, but vote.

a capy of this resolution, 

After discussion following lifting the above 
from the table of lhe meeting of June 10, it 
was moved and earvied that Une question’ be 
referred to the membership, and Mr. R. Mae- 
donald prepare an article on same for publi 
Hon in XTAL, The editorial in this issue out- 
lines the discussion by the executive eommit- 
lee, and all members are urged ta express 
themiselyas on tis question.

mounted behind the jewel in photo 1. The 
crystal is housed in a shield ean which may 
hie seen beside the tube in photo 2, 

‘The output is sufficient to light a 40-watt 
bulb to nearly full brillianey. Tf the builder 
doesn’t mind overloading his dynamotor he 
can leave out the bias resistor and get a full 
40 watts out (nothing gets red hot). A six- 
Volt supply may be used; the outpat, of eaurse, 
ig much less then. On the air the keying is 
clean and there i8 no chirp or ripple, even 
thongch no power supply filter is used. Despite 
he high plate voltage there is less than 200 
volts aeruss the Rey. Operation has hee 
attempted only on 40’ meters, but it, should 
work as well or better on 80 meters.
